Tactical officers at the scene had 
radioed for assistance an d Officer Poholik and his partner. Officer Scott Martin, responded. Sgt.

Sgt. Williamson stated that^^^^^^^^told him that he should not have been arrested 
because he was just trying to see what was going o n and added that the arresting officers had no 
right to make him leave the area. Sgt. Williamson that Officer Poholik threw 

him to the ground and slapped him on his face at the scene of arrest and that once inside the 012th 
District Station Officer Poholik slapped him on both sides of his face numerous times while he 
was handcuffed to a wall. (Ait, #2)
